After a brief Introductory 
narrative to Ret the scene. 
Mifl* Wolfaon transforms her 
platform, through w/)rd a n r( 
gesture, Into the home of a 
family beset by the problems 
of caring for a blind-deaf- 
mute daughter six years of 
age She first takes the role 
of Helen's mother, dramatic­ 
ally telling the story of- t 
woman who loves her child 
but can't communicate with 
her.

DESPAIR
From this scene of Intense 

despair, she spend the rest 
of the taut, fast moving hour 
building a powerful message 
of hope ana human triumph 
over handicap. She vividly 
portrays the tense efforts of 
teacher Anne Sullivan in a 
fight to PstabliHh communica­ 
tion with Helen, and later to 
bring the outside world into 
the dark prison of her pupil's
  J1SA8 ,

Th« esknejc come* with the 
Impede* of a hammer, as she 
sit Wt portrays Helen Keller 
herswtf, hi her eighties, sum­ 
ming wp the real, universal 
meaning of her life and in- 
eredible achievement.

A native of Chicago. Miss 
studied dramatics 

Thomas .lob at Carle- 
ton College in Minnesota,

later transeferred to the 
Northwestern University 
School of Speech to complete 
her formal training. It was 
there that her fascination 
with the monologue art form 
blossomed and grew.

After graduation she 
taught creative dramatics in 
her own school for a time. 
Then she began a series of 
platform dates around the 
Chicago area where she 
staged a trilogy of "great 
women" profiles called "They 
Walked In Beauty." Later she 
entered the allied art of day­ 
time radio serials where she 
appeared regularly in Chicago 
station WGN's "Fifth Row 
Center," and WMAQ's "Back­ 
stage Wife."

However she devoted most 
of her energies to platform 
program work and toured the. 
country with a monolgue 
script called "My Vineyard" 
 story of Henrietta Szold. 
Then gradually she began to 
feel that there was one in­ 
gredient still lacking in her 
career: the ability to make. 
a performance mean more 
than a story. She wanted to 
get across a message.

She chose the Helen Kel­ 
ler story long a subject of 
great facination for her. Much 
like the real Helen she had 
to feel h«»r way along at first. 
She stud iff i Helen Keller, 
read everything written about 
her or by her. She studied 
her actions* on rented films, 
studied'lier voice on tape. She 
learned the manual alphabet; 
spent time with the blind and 
deaf; verbalized speech man- 
erisms while driving her car, 
washing the dishes, cleaning 
the house.

In May of 1958 she was 
ready. Presenting her tightly- 
knit drama before groups of 
ail sixes, cultures, anfl pur­ 
poses, she met an overwhelm­ 
ing response throughout the 
country. To date she has 
given her program more than 
150 times before women's 
clubs, colleges, teachers' in­ 
stitutes, men's clubs, and oth­ 
er organization*.

Her appearance should 
make the joint meeting of the 
area branches of the AAUW 
a memorable occasion.
